But that did not prevent the 
interests which were opposed to strict­ 
er regulation 
of

until the

What has happened once may hap­ 
pen again. 
Although the people are

all kinds continues to lag. 
There is 


really no mystery about it. In the first 


place, it has become increasingly dif­ 


ficult to get ready money. 
In the sec­ 
ond place, and this is the main reason, 


building costs are 
still 
entirely too 


high. 
There has been practically no 


reduction in wages and the reduction 


in the cost of building materials has 


not been such as to promote,building 


activity. 


F. E. Davidson of Chicago, presi­ 
dent of the Illinois Society of Archi­ 
tects, has just made up a statement in­ 
stituting a most interesting 
compari­ 
son between the cost of building ma­ 
terials at the present 
time 
and in 
1914. 
He shows 
that 
while retail 
prices of timber and lumber are some­ 
thing like 50 per cent below the peak 
of 1920, they are still more than 150 
per cent above the average of pre-war 
schedules. 
Lumber which cost $15 in 
March, 1914, is quoted at the present 
time at $42. 
Lumber which cost $13 
in 1914 sells today at $40. 
Lumber 
which in 1914 could be had at $18.50 
retailed on March 8, 1921, at $48. 
So it goes. 
The increase over pre­ 
war levels in the prices of concrete 
and masonry materials is not as great 
as that in lumber, but on March IO, 
1921, Mr. Davidson found that he was 
paying on an 
average 
96 per cent 
more for materials of this sort than 
he had paid on the same date in 1914. 
For example, common 
brick 
which 
sold for $7 in 1914 sold on March IO, 
1921, for $16. 
Lime, which could be 
had in 1914 for 70 cents, cost $1.60 in 
1921. 
Crushed gravel had gone up 
from $1.75 to $3. 
Mr. Davidson was not dealing with 
paper figures but got his facts from 
actual houses now under construction 
in Chicago. 
Of course, it is a fact, as 
he points out, that the cost of pro­ 
ducing lumber and of producing other 
building materials has increased very 
much in the past seven years but his 
contention is that co sts all along the 
line, including labor, 
transportation, 
fuel, and 
everything 
else 
must be 
brought down if building is to revive. 
It is time, he says, for everybody to 
put their cards on the table, and lie 
is right. 
All over the country complaint is 
heard that rentals are far too high. 
So they are. 
They were too high even 
before the boom had lost its bloom 
arid when there was a general indif­ 
ference as to w hat things cost. 
Now 
that depression has come, now that 
unemployment is becoming more gen­ 
eral, now that a long lean period lies 
ahead, it is impossible that people can 
continue to pay such rentals. 
It will 
not be possible, 
however, 
to 
bring 
^bout the reductions that are in order 
until the building of houses is gener­ 
ally under w ay again and this can­ 
not be accomplished until the cost of 
building is made much more reason­ 
able than it is at present. 
The cost 
must be reduced. 
The cost can be re­ 
duced whenever it is made clear that 
the reductions are not falling on one 
class alone but are being carried out 
all along the line.

30.—The 
principle involved iii the effort of 
the American group of bankers* in 
cooperation 
with 
hankers 
of 
France, Great'Britain and Japan, to 
encourage 
American 
interests in 
the assistance 
of China, 
through 
tile international group known as 
the Chinese consortium, has the ap­ 
io oval of the United States. Sec­ 
retary Hughes informed J. It. Mor­ 
gan & Co., for the Anterican group. 
.March 23, in a letter made public 
last night by the state department. 
In giving 
the 
approval of the 
Harding administration to the de­ 
clared purposes of the consortium, 
as entered into by 
the American 
bankers with the sanction of the 
Wilson administration. 
Secretary 
Hughes was regarded here as reaf­ 
firming the John Hay policy of the 
open door. 
Since the conclusion of the con­ 
struction, 
however, 
China 
has 
shown no disposition to accept it, 
and so far as is known has never 
replied to tile joint

Japanese ambassadors in Peking to

Start Study of Rail Conditions. 
Washington. March 30.—A com­ 
prehensive study of American rail­ 
way conditions was begun bv th? 
administration 
yesterday 
with 
a 
view to formulation of a definite 
program for railway rehabilitation. 
For more than an hour President 
Harding 
discussed 
the 
problem 
with his cabinet, and later it was 
announced that he would call into 
consultation within 
the 
next few 
days the chairmen or Hie interstate 
Commerce 
Commission 
and 
the 
Railway Labor Board. Conferences 
with 
railway 
managers 
and em­ 
ployes are expected to follow in 
time to permit action at the com­ 
ing special session of congress. 
Discussion at the cabinet meeting 
was only of a preliminary and in- 
decisve character, but there were 
indications that the chief executive 
and his official advisers were much 
concerned over information which 
so^ far has come into their posses­ 
sion. 
Since it took up the reins of 
authority 
the 
administration has 
heard rumblings of dissatisfaction 
from many sources, the roads com 
plaining of inadequate income, the 
employes 
protesting 
against 
im­ 
pending wage reductions, shippers 
asking for a reduction of freight 
rates, and in some cases the gen­ 
eral public appealing for better ser- , 
vice.

All of these points of dissatisfy*-

The most 
serious 
feature 
of the 
situation, however, as it has been 
pictured to administration officials, 
is the apparent inability of the car­ 
riers themselves to make both ends • 
meet and at the same time keep 
service up to standard. 
It is understood that a general in­ 
crease in freight rates has been ad- ; 
vised against. 
A further material 
rate increase in the present con­ 
dition of the nation’s industry. Mr. 
Harding has been told, might result \ 
in reduced earnings rather than in­ 
creases. 
On their side the railway em­ 
ployes have vigorously 
protested 
against wage reductions as an eeo- i 
acinic expedient, declaring that liv­ 
ing costs require thai wage sched­ 
ules remain unchanged. 
All along 
the possibility of a general railway 
strike has made both railway ex­ 
ecutives and government agencies 
think twice 
whenever a wage cut 
has been suggested. 
Added to this 
and contributing 
materially to the present unsettled 
conditions of the industry lias been 
the confusion 
and 
inconveniences 
of restoring tile* roads from a war­ 
time to a peace-time basis. 
It remains a question 
whether 
the roads will ask congress for di­ 
rect financial relief in addition to 
that provided under the transpor­ 
tation aet to compensate them for 
deterioration 
of 
their 
property 
while it was in government hands. 
Such a proposal would be certain to 
develop hitter 
opposition in some 
quarters, it is known.
